2. Restriction to one of the following Inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-25, drawn to planning the overall process for the transportation 
of various goods through a cross dock, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 
(It should be noted that, depending on how claims 1-25 are amended in 
the future, a restriction between claims 1-19 and 20-25 may be incunred.) 

II. Claims 26-31 , drawn to the details of transmitting a transportation 
schedule and specific content of the schedule, classified in class 705, 
subclass 8. 

III. Claims 32-43, drawn to the details of using a unique identifier to monitor 
the shipment of an item, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

IV. Claims 44-51 , drawn to the details of planning logistics for shipping a 
single item to a desired plant destination and obtaining data from a 
shipping label, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
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806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I does not require the 
details of how various portions of the transportation schedules are transmitted. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as transmitting any type of schedule, such as 
a schedule for planning meetings. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I does not require the 
details of how a unique identifier is used to monitor the shipment of an item. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as monitoring movement of a work-in-progress 
item as it travels through the manufacturing process at a manufacturing plant. 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I does not require the 
details of how logistics for shipping a single item to a desired plant destination are 
planned and how data is obtained from a shipping label. The subcombination has 
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separate utility such as preparing individual items for direct delivery from a supplier to a 
customer, e.g., without going through a cross dock location. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or othenA/ise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104.

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. A telephone call was not made because the restriction requirement is deemed to 
be complex. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
